Citizenship 


CHICAGO 
(U P I) 
— Iva 
Toguri D’Aquino. convicted as 
a “Tokyo Rose" who broadcast 
treason to US. troops during 
World War II, today is again an 
Am erican citizen, a 
“cheri­ 
shed" privilege taken from her 
27 years ago 
President Ford pardoned her 
W ednesday, returning her citi­ 
zenship in one of his last acts in 
office. 
The 60-year-old clerk at a 
Chicago Oriental shop thanked 
Ford “fot his compassion and 
sease of fair play" and told 
newsmen, “The difference now 
is that I have regained my 
Am erican citizenship, a right 
and a privilege I have always 
cherished.” 
She was the only Am erican 
among some seven women who 
were dubbed “Tokyo Rose” by 
A m erican soldiers listening to 
the Japanese broadcasts 
of 
music and sweet talk in the 
South Pacific. 
Mrs. D’Aquino was convicted 
Oct. 6, 1949, and sentenced to 10 
vears im prisonm ent and fined 
$10,000 She served 6>2 years 
. before being paroled in 1956. 
She finished paying the fine in 
1975. 
Upon her parole, she was 
threatened with deportation — 
which would have m ade her “a 
woman without a country" — 
but she was allowed to stay and 
fought for 21 years for a pardon, 
m aking 
th ree 
s e p a ra te 
requests. 
“ I have m aintained my in­ 
nocence 
from 
the 
very 
beginning and I consider the 
pardon to be a m easure of 
vindication," 
Mrs. 
D’Aquino 
said in a statem ent. 
M rs 
D’Aquino 
never 
ac­ 
knowledged the “Tokyo Rose” 
title and called herself “Orphan 
Ann.” She said she was trapped 
in Japan during the w ar and 
d escrib e d 
her 
ex p erien c es 
there as “a living hell." 
“ I had no way of getting out,” 
she said. “ I can’t swim the 
P acific.” 
' “I only mouthed the things 
that were written by the Allied 
prisoners of w ar," she said. 
"Everything was turned over to 
the government. If you can find 
any propaganda m aterial in 
that, 
I 
will 
give back 
the 
citizenship I gained today." 
“When the incident occurred 
three decades ago people were 
in fear of coming out in sup­ 
port," she said. “But now the 
air has changed. This is due, I 
think, to the young people who 
are free thinkers ... little by 
little they started to separate 
the mythology from fact.”

WASHINGTON — iNEA) — A President 
Jimmy Carter may be in for more trouble from 
Congress than he realizes 
Even from his friends — and most certainly 
from the Democratic majority. 
A Senate-ordered study utilizing national 
talent and completed t\*o months after Mr. 
Carter's election warns that the Senate (and 
Mouse must prepare now for new presidential 
moves to weaken Congress’ 
role and 
to 
strengthen the power of the White House, the 
executive departments and agencies. 
, 
Although Mr. Carter is nowhere named in the 
report, of course, and although the study most 
certainly was not aimed at him personally, it 
was knownat the time of the report that he would 
be president. And no caveats were added. 
Interestingly, a prominent member of the 11- 
man commission was Juanita M.Kreps. selected 
by Mr. Carter to be secretary of Commerce. 
THE STUDY advises the Senate in no un­ 
certain terms not to relax because of Congress' 
success in its contest with President Nixon (Mr 
Nixon is referred to but not named) 
That presidential attempt, the Commission 
said, "threatened to upset the constitutional 
'-cparation of powers.” 
The study warns that the future holds more 
challenges in one form oT another, regardless of 
who is in the White House. 
The growing interdependence of the United 
States and the rest of the world,” for one, “ seems 
tkely to enhance executive power ...” 
What the Senate must do to hold to the 
nitiative gained in the Watergate case in 
keeping the president and his associates in 
heck, the Commission members say. calls for a 
strong increase in the time and effort Senate 
committees devote to checking on what the 
President and his agencies are doing. It means, 
’ )i>. the creation of some more rigorous system 


for holding the president himself and members 
of the executive branch strictly accountable for 
the way in w hich they carry out the laws voted by 
Congress 
There have been moves along these lines for 
some time now, sparked first by Vietnam and 
Watergate and spurred on by the investigations 
into intelligence operations That is, Congress 
has been working itself up for months to extend 
its fight with the president, any president, over 
the constitutional division of powers — with 
sizable numbers of both Senate and House 
members being convinced that a long succession 
of presidents has stolen chunks of their authority 
in both foreign and domestic affairs 


\\D IN SOME 
respects they are correct. 
Presidents have not carried out laws, or spent 
monies voted by Congress. They have acted 
without congressional okays at home and 
abroad. They have, in too many cases, relied on 
presidential agreements, some secret, which 
required no congressional ratification, instead of 
treaties which must be passed on by the Senate. 
They have, by their actions, committed the 
United States to such an extent on some oc­ 
casions that Congress was presented with a fait 
accompli — with no choice except but to go along 
or invite disaster for this country. 
It seems likely, judging by his relations with 
the legislature when governor of Georgia, that 
Mr Carter will not react kindly to persistent 
congressional challenges to his authority and to 
the powers exercised by presidents over the past 
half century or so, including Franklin Roosevelt, 
Harry Truman. John Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson, 
of his own party, as well as Dwight Eisenhower, 
Richard Nixon and Gerald Ford 
For by all accounts, Mr. Carter feels strongly 
about the authority and the role of the 
presidency. He is likely to regard any challenge 
as baselv motivated

A System O f Distrust 


Public trust — or the lack of it — in our elected 
officials is still very much on people's minds as a 
new administration prepares to take office 
The latest Harris survey on the subject shows 
that the "trust index” has improved only slightly 
n recent months. Some 58 per cent of those 
isked said they feel disenchanted or alienated 
bout the people running the country, compared 
ith 61 per cent who expressed similar sen- 
nents in March. 1976 


A distressing situation? Not at all, thinks one 
bserver It is precisely when we start trusting 
Jiticians that they take us down the garden 
path. 
This is the thesis of the Rev. Dana Prom 
rmth. a Presbyterian minister in- California, 
Ao notes that a very sound argument can be 
ade that Watergate was made possible by a 
0 trusting citizenry. 
We long ago gave up trusting corporation 


presidents and union leaders. It is now time, he 
says, to stop trusting those whom we elect. 
All things considered, trusting politicians is a 
great civic folly, he argues It is certainly un­ 
warranted by human experience As a matter of 
fact, a democracy is a carefully managed 
system of distrust. We call it "checks and 
balances." 
Democracy developed because kings, rulers 
and governors of all kinds cannot be trusted. The 
moral strain of prolonged power ultimately 
takes its toll, and most organizations recognize 
the need to limit the time and extent that a leader 
exercises power, lest he succumb to arrogance. 
Distrust may be too strong a word. Skepticism 
or wariness may be more appropriate, suggests 
Smith 
But call it distrust or skeptical wariness, the 
public’s new attitude toward men in high places 
is, he believes, one of the most salutary 
developments of the last decade

Of course the biggest honor 
eventually came — an invita­ 
tion to play in the Inaugural Pa­ 
rade. Col. McSousa graciously 
accepted and the band was on 
its way. 
'Tis said the band stayed at 
the Willard, although others 
say it was at the old Patent 
Office Building, in temporary 
quarters. Be that as it may, the 
colonel got 
his 
instructions 
from the Inaugural Committee 
for those times; he was to form 
down 
near 
the 
Bartholdt 
Fountain and follow a string 
bassoon 
band 
from 
New 
Mexico, all dressed in white. 
There is always some factual 
fabric to legends and no one can 
ever forget, 'tis said, how the 
Pottstown Pipe Band moved off 
on a day that was snowy and 
late in the afternoon. 
Once on the avenue, they 
broke out in “ The 74th’s Fare­ 
well to Edinburgh,” a tune 
McSousa had selected for that 
spot on the march route, both 
sad and, yet, in a way joyous. 
And as the snow came down 
in increasing numbers 
of 
flakes, the pipers appeared as 
ghostly figures on some distant 
moor piping a tune of death 
mingled with a sense of new be­ 
ginnings. And while the crowd 
could not see them too well, 
they knew something was 
moving Many cried in the snow 
and were treated, later, by the 
Red Cross, at a tent set up next 
to General Sherman, for iced 
eyeballs. 
BUT 
THE 
POTTSTOWN 
Pipers moved on, up the 
avenue, with Col. McSousa’s 
eyes directly on the back of the 
last man in'the string bassoon 
band from New Mexico. What 
was on his mind was the diffi­ 
cult turn from Pennsylvania 
into 15th, and then from 15th, 
back into Pennsylvania He had 
charted the course for the band, 
lectured at great length about 
the obvious difficulties, and, for 
the first time in his life, he was 
actually worried. 
Passing 
the 
Willard 
they 
broke into "The Duke of Ros- 
burgh’s Farewell to the Black- 
mont Forest,” a good, solid 
tune, and made the turn well, 
and then greater flakes began 
falling. The leader of the New 
Mexico aggregation, extremely 
uncomfortable at the time — 
his bassoon was freezing — 
decided to call the whole thing 
off and retreated as quietly as 
possible into a warm restaurant 
on F Street. 
The gallant men of the Potts­ 
town Pipers 
marched on, 
swinging 
into 
‘‘Bonnie 
Charlie,’ and by the time they 
blindly approached Pennsyl­ 
vania again, the gloomy shapes 
were mourning "Scotland the 
Bray# ” 
Most people maintain today 
that they never saw the turn; 
some sa\ thcv vanished at the 


intersection. A great number of 
people say they marched on up 
15th, past McPherson Square, 
past the Washington Post and 
the Pick Lee House, and it was 
there that Col. McSousa took a 
left turn and headed out Massa­ 
chusetts Avenue, playing, inci­ 
dentally, ‘The Barren Rocks of 
Aden,” which is reasonably 
gripping. 
Some say they went as far as 
the Naval Observatory; in the 
early 1950s there was a report 
they were still playing in the 
snow 
around 
Glen 
Echo; 
golfers have seen them in the 
mists around the Burning Tree 
Country Club, frequently. 
But, actually, they have 
never been found 
So the story continues, passed 
down through the years, much 
as the mandate for change has 
been. And on each Inaugural 
Day, you will hear them tell of 
the Pottstown Pipe Band when 
they missed the turn at Fif­ 
teenth and Penn. It is not hard 
to believe — once you consider. 
Perhaps, it was better that 
way.

Henry Ford II 
Denounces Detractors 


NEW YORK — The late 
Henry Ford gave the nation the 
Tin Lizzie and the awesome $5- 
a-day pay. Henry Ford II, along 
with his peers, gave the country 
sleeker models and the $100-a- 
day pay with fringes on top. 
Somewhere in between 
the 
Ford family gave “ the people” 
the Ford Foundation —'which 
gave hundreds of elitest groups, 
projects and 
mentally self- 
immolating "centers" some $4 
billion in the past 16 years. 
Recently the 59-year-old 
Henry 
Ford, 
after 
many 
unhappy 
hours 
in 
Ford 
Foundation 
trustee 
board 
meetings, decided to throw- 
some verbal rocks at the East 
43rd Street glass house under 
which 
the 
organization's 
sporting intellectuals count out 
money. In effect, the Ford scion 
said the trustees and ivory- 
towered staff were biting the 
hand 
which 
feeds 
them. 
Meaning, capitalism. 
So Henry Ford II resigned 
from the Ford 
Foundation. 
There are immortal phrases in 
his icy letter to the aloof 
McGeorge Bundy, foundation 
president. The auto magnate's 
words should be carved into 
obelisks. These pylons should 
be cemented into the center of 
every industrial city square. 
Many of America's foundations 
— a growth industry — are the 
fonts of much of America’s 
social malaise. 
Before I get to Henry Ford’s 
derisive stabs at the foun­ 
dation’s self-isolated elite staff, 
some words should be said 
about the nature of American 
and free world capitalism. 
OUR ALMOST F R E E 
en­ 
terprise system is mocked in 
most elegant phrases, for 
example, by the derring-do 
socialist leaders of an almost 
bankrupt United Kingdom 
After an hour 
with such 
champions 
of 
the 
nationalization of wealth as 
deputy Lqbor party leader 
Mike Foot and parliamentary 
power Anthony 
Wedgwood 
Benn, one crawls out on Lon­ 
don’s Westminster Bridge and 
wonders if we live in the same 
world. They have all the an­ 
swers but very, little cash. 
So little, in fact, that on Jan. 3 
the International Monetary 
Fund had to lend their socialist 
government almost $4 billion to 
save the socialist pound Those 
were capitalist dollars. Mostly 
from the US, Germany and 
Japan 
As for capitalist America, the 
“ people” whom the Ford 
Foundation gentry attempt to 
save at all those high-priced 


gourmet food-laden seminars 
are doing mighty fine. Because 
of capitalist ingenuity. 
Its our capitalist system 
which has just given the 
American proletariat the $100- 
a-day labor unit cost in wages 
and benefits, in the world’s best 
hospital and health care and in 
true old-age security. 
The coaldiggers, the team­ 
sters, the average steelworkers 
and auto assembly line hands 
all now have a wage-fringe take 
of $100 daily — give a few 
pennies higher or lower. 
All this now covers millions of 
workers.

It is 
hard to discern recognition of 
this fact in anything the 
foundation does.” 
Somewhere in the astral 
world, Henry Ford the first 
surely must be telling Karl 
Marx, "That’s my boy.”

Has 
Medicare 
become 
merely another bureaucratic 
branch of government instead 
of providing the necessary 
medical care for Americans? 
Since many senior citizens 
pay a disproportionate part of 
their small incomes for medical 
expenses, they forego the 
necessary attention which can 
aptly be termed as “ preven­ 
tative medicine.” 
By this time most of us have 
learned the hard way that 
Medicare doesn’t reimburse us 
for all of (Xir costs of medical 
care. First, we have to take a 
$60 
deductible, 
with 
an­ 
ticipation this will be raised in 
1977 Then Medicare pays us 
only 80 per cent of what they 
consider "reasonable” charges 
but not what the doctor actually 
charges us. And the yardstick 
for measuring the "allowable 
costs” stretches or shrinks in 
various localities according to 
the 
whim 
of 
the 
clerk 
processing your 
Medicare 
claim. The price we pay keeps 
rising. In 1977 there will be a 19 
per cent 
increase in 
what 
Medicare recipients will pay to 
cover their share of hospitals 
and nursing homes. 
Maybe it is true, as some 
people say, that our medical 
bills would be less if we didn’t 
have Medicare. Some of us get 
sick when we get our medical 
bills. Is there a panacea for 
this? Doctors may call it 
"socialized medicine,” but we 
have high hopes that President 
Jimmy Carter and the new 
Congress will pass legislation 
for a National Health Plan. 
Will 
it work better than 
Medicare? 
For the answer 
perhaps we should look across 
(xir Canadian border at the 
Ontario Health Insurance Plan 
It is a comprehensive Ontario 
Province 
government-spons­ 
ored insurance plan providing a 
wide scope of medical and 
hospital services, with a few 
exceptions, available 
to all 
residents regardless of age, 
state of health or financial 
means. Private insurers can 
provide benefits not covered by 
the plan but the costs are 
carefully watched. 
Many doctors work under the 
plan and they are supervised by 
the 
Ontario 
College 
of 
Physicians and Surgeons and 
the 
Ontario 
Medical 
Association. The college has 
adopted 
and 
enforces 
a 
regulation: "A physician shall 
be 
guilty 
of 
professional 
misconduct if he charges a fee 
in excess of the OMA schedule 
without prior notification to the 
patient.” 
The Ontario Plan actually 
pays 90 per cent of the costs for 
medical services reauired by a 
subscriber and his dependents. 
These 
include: 
Physician 
services at 
home, 
office, 
hospital or institution; services 
of specialists; diagnosis and 


treatment of illness or injury; 
treatment of fractures and 
dislocations, 
surgery; 
ad­ 
ministration of anesthetics; X- 
rays 
for 
diagnostic 
and 
treatment 
purposes; 
ob­ 
stetrical 
care, 
including 
prenatal and postnatal care, 
and laboratory and clinical 
services 
directed 
by 
a 
physician. 
the charge for an ambulance 
is $5 for a trip 25 miles or less. 
Hospital services 
include a 
ward room, regular hospital 
nursing service; X-rays and 
laboratory tests; drugs; use of' 
operating 
rooms; 
and 
anesthetic and radio-therapy 
facilities. And occupational 
therapy, physiotherapy and 
speech therapy are provided 
for followup treatment. 
Optometric services, when 
rendered by an optometrist, are 
reimbursed 90 per cent of the 
cost. Also most of the fees for 
chiropractors, osteopaths and 
podiatrists are covered. Items 
w hich are not covered by the 
plan are eyeglasses,* artificial 
limbs, crutches, etc.; private 
nurses, cosmetic surgery; 
acupuncture; and dental care, 
unless it is performed as 
surgery in a hospital. 
Present premium rates are 
$16 monthly for one person and 
$32 monthly for a family of two 
or more eligible dependents. 
And for those who prefer semi­ 
private 
hospital 
ac­ 
commodations, 
there’s an 
added cost of $3.25 monthly for 
one person and $6.50 monthly 
for a family. 


Of special interest to those 
who are growing older, ef­ 
fective January 1, 1972, the 
Ontario Health Plan premiums 
were abolished for residents 
over 65 who had lived in Ontario 
for at least one year before 
applying for the plan. And 
senior citizens are eligible to 
receive free any of the 1500 
p rescrip tio n 
m edicines 
prescribed by a physician, 
dentist or qualified health 
practitioner. Surely, our own 
federal government should be 
able to provide a health in­ 
surance plan for us as good as 
the Ontario Plan—or possibly 
one even better.

“When you talk about pea­ 
nuts in G e o rg ia,” C a rte r’s 
cousin, Sen. Hugh C arter of 
Plains, told the Senate, “you’re 
not just talking about peanuts.” 
The name-change resolution 
by Sen Jim m y Paulk of Fit 
zgerald. a pea nut-growing town 
not far from Plains, seemed 
uncontroversial at first. It was 
quietly 
introduced when the 
leg islativ e session convened 
and got a 
unanimous com 
m ittee recom mendation 
But just before the General 
Assembly adjourned for the 
f o r m e r

The 27-24 vote indicates how 
closely the Senate is split over 
peanuts. 
Nobody defended 
peaches, 
but chickens and pine trees 
w ere heard from. Sen. Howard 
Overby of Gainesville offered a 
substitute resolution to name 
Georgia “The Poultry State,” 
and another north Georgian, 
Sen. Don Ballard of Covington, 
suggested pine trees. 
“ How about changing the 
state emblem to a chicken in a 
pine tree with a peanut in its 
m outh?” Sen. Jim m y Lester ot 
Augusta proposed. The idea 
didn’t even get seconded. 
O verby, in defending his 
proposal, 
said 
com bined 
poultry products are a bigger 
cash crop 
than 
peanuts 
in 
Georgia. 
“ In the years after World 
W ar II. the poultry industry 
was the economic salvation ol 
Georgia farm ers,” he said. 
Paulk conceded there may be 
more money in chickens, but 
said, “We don't produce nearly 
half the poultry consumed in 
the nation.” Georgia peanuts, 
he said, make up half the 
nation’s total consumption. 
And, peanut supporters note, 
no Georgia 
chicken 
farm er 
ever got elected to any office 
higher than governor.

Phil Ford scored a game-high 
:?2 points for second-ranked 
North Carolina Wednesday 
night, but it wasn’t enough and 
the Tar Heels went down to 
their second loss of the season, 
75-73. to Atlantic Coast Confer­ 
ence rival North Carolina State.

32-16, and 
allowed the Cardinals 43 shots 
from the free throw line.

Louisville had just a six-point 
lead at halftime, 44-38, but 
when Cincinnati center Bob 
Miller fouled out with 9:57 to 
play the Bearcats fell apart.

opponents but proved time and 
again he was better. 
And the youthful enthusiasm 
for baseball he brought to 
Chicago for parts of three 
decades as the mainstay of the 
often moribund Cubs, Ernie 
Banks will take with him to the 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
NY. 
The still trim and boyish- 
looking 46-year-old Banks, who 
uses the word “ beautiful” in 
practically every sentence, was 
typically ebullient Wednesday 
after becoming only the eighth 
player since the initial Hall of 
Fame inductions to be elected 
in the first year of eligibility. 
“ The philosophy 
... 
my 
mother taught me has always 
been, ‘Do everything with a 
smile and always have a good 
thought behind it,’” said Banks, 
whose 321 votes easily sur­ 
passed the 75 per cent (288) 
necessary for election. “ This is 
the greatest moment of my life. 
I felt if I made it the first time 
around, it would be a tremen­ 
dous thing, but if not, 1 would 
just hope to make it the next 
year.” 
Banks, the power-hitting 
shortstop-first baseman for the 
Chicago 
Cubs 
from 
1953 
through 1971 who won back-to- 
back 
most 
valuable 
player 
awards in 1958 and ’59, was the 
only player elected in the an­ 


nual balloting by the Baseball 
Writers 
Association 
of 
America. 
Slugging 
third 
baseman 
Eddie Mathews, a home run- 
hitting contemporary with the 
Boston-Milwaukee 
Braves, 
came the closest to joining 
Banks in Cooperstown with 239 
votes—49 shy of election, while 
former Brooklyn-Los Angeles 
Dodgers first baseman Gil 
Hodges was next in the voting 
with 224. Other top vote-getters 
were ex-St. Louis Cardinals 
outfielder Enos Slaughter with 
222 and former Dodger center- 
field great Duke Snider with 
212 . 
Although his unabashed en­ 


thusiasm ( “ Let’s play three 
today” ) set him apart from so 
many other ballplayers of his 
era. it was the herculean home- 
run feats that most contributed 
to Banks’ election to the Hall of 
Fame. 
Author of 512 homers—tied 
with Mathews for ninth on the 
all-time baseball list -Banks 
also hit more than 40 homers in 
a season five times and twice 
led the National League with 47 


in 1958 and 41 in I960. 
On four separate occasions he 
hit three homers in a game and 
in 1955 set a major league 
record by hitting four grand 
slams. 
A lifetime .274 hitter, Banks, 
who also drove in 1,636 runs 
while hitting more homers 
(293) than any other shorstop in 
baseball history.

Candyman a legend 
to most CBers

He’s called the Candyman 
Someplace out there right 
now he’s probably listening to a 
CB conversation, his tape 
recorder silently twirling, the 
meters on his receiver boun­ 
cing with each signal. He works 
for 
the 
government, 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission, to be more exact. 
Even CBers who operate on 
the up-and-up have a dry- 
throated fear when word gets 


out that the FCC boys (called 
Candy men by CBers) are in 
town It’s the same feeling you 
get when you’re going 53 miles 
an hour on the interstate and 
spot a Smokey at the bottom of 
the hill. 
To most CBers. the Can- 
dvman is like the Loch Ness 
Monster or the Abominable 
Snowman 
you hear about 
him but he remains mostly a 
legend 
But the Candyman, 
some outlaw CBers are finding 
out. is painfully real. 
The FCC engineers, who 
don't particularly care for the

TH E E N G IN E E R S 
have

during any other time since CB 
radio was started in 1958 The 
boom m CB 
interest 
has 
launched millions of people into 
two uay 
communications, 
something 
the 
KCC’s 
en 
forcement 
people 
weren’t 
ready for in the beginning. 
Slowh but surely, though, the 
FCC has built up its muscle, 
sending special groups of 
engineers into cities and por­ 
tions of states to gather 
evidence 
on 
illegal 
CB 
operations. 
They 
move 
unnoticed, 
traveling in unmarked ears, 
cruising the streets like anyone 
else. 
But 
they are always 
listening to CB conversations. 
When they pick up one that 
seems to be too strong (an 
indication of an illegal, over­ 
powered set) or they hear a 
CBer breaking the law in some 
way, then they start tracking 
down 
the 
source. 
Special 
direction-finding equipment 
homes on the signal, which 
leads them to the house or car 
where the radio is located. 
TH EIR MAIN 
targets are 
CBers using overpowered sets, 
operating off-frequency (which 
disturbs other communications 
services) or not following 
operating 
regulations. 
Their 
evidence gathering can result 
in something as minor as a 
citation or as severe as con­ 
fiscation of equipment. 
When the eingineers take 
their first enforcement action, 
word spreads quickly that the 
Candyman is in town. By then, 
though, it’s too late. The FCC 
will spend from a couple of days 
to several months in an area 
before it ever takes action 
against a single person — then 
it comes down on everyone 
who’s broken the law. 
No figures are available yet 
on just how active the FCC has 
been this year, but it has 
confiscated 
thousands 
of 
dollars worth of CB equipment. 
THE MOST dramatic show 
of force by the FCC was in the 
Baltimore. Maryland, area late 
in the year when FCC per­ 
sonnel, accompanied by US. 
marshals, raided the homes of 
CBers and confiscated $65,000 
in illegal gear The equipment 
was 
either 
overpowered, 
amateur radio gear illegally 
modified 
for 
CB 
use 
or 


watts allowed by law . 
The FCC has noted the 
change that comes over an area 
in the wake of a raid. Com­ 
plaints it has on file about 
television interference, for 
instance, are quickly settled by 
the CBers without FCC in­ 
tervention. The number of new 
complaints drops. And the 
airwaves, at least for a time, 
are used properly. No one 
curses, no one uses illegal 
power Everything goes by the 
book 
THIS IS especially true after 
equipment is confiscated. If 
confiscation 
of 
equipment 
seems harsh, then consider the 
legal CBer who uses the 
meager four watts of power and 
has to contend with outlaws 
using more power than many 
commercial 
braodeasting 
stations. The legal CBer is 
overwhelmed and the public’s 
right 
to equal use 
of 
the 
citizen’s band is covered up by 
the outlaw. 
CBers who operate legally 
have no reason to fear the 
Candyman. He wants the same 
thing they want: A citizen’s 
band that's used properly. 
Outlaws, though, should be 
wary. There’s always the 
chance that the Candyman will 
pick up their signals, and that’s 
w hen the legend becomes a 
startling fact that knocks at the 
front door.

A volunteer program of 
classroom assistance is now 
under way at Salem’s Buckeye 
School, says Principal James 
McDaniel. 
Eleven persons responded to 
a call he issued for aides They 
met with teachers for schedul 
ing and work planning and now 
are involved with helping chil­ 
dren. 


Nine of the volunteers are 
working with 10 staff members 
and two with the Title I pro­ 
gram, with their times varying 
from one to four hours a week.

A valuable helper in the sixth 
grades during the past month 
has been Cheryl Starkey, 
daughter of teacher Mrs.

MOST INDIANS 
OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) - 
Oklahoma has the largest 
Indian population of any state 
in the union. 
The 1970 census placed the 
Indian population of the state at 
97,731. Thirty-five tribes inhabit 
the state.

D ENVER (U PI) — Across 
the laboratory from a row of 
busy technicians, the open 
doors of an incubator reveal 
racks of test tubes filled with a 
pink fluid that represents one 
part of a broad scientific at­ 
tempt to develop an anticancer 
vaccine 
The lab, tucked in a corner of 
Children’s Hospital, is under 
the direction of Dr. Brahma 
Sharma, a 37-year-old India- 
born microbiologist who be­ 
lieves cancer can be defeated 
by turning the body’s immune 
defense system against it. 
Similar Work is under way in 
other laboratories in the United 
States and around the world. 
But there are numerous prob­ 
lems and scientists are divided 
on whether a vaccine can be 
developed to prevent or cure 
cancer. 
The test tubes in Sharma’s 
lab contain human white blood 
cells (lymphocytes), which he 
calls his “ killer cells.” 
He has developed a method of 
modifying human lymphocytes 
so they attack and kill cancer 
cells in the test tube from 
various types of human tumors. 
“ Although there are many 
questions left to be answered, 
extensive work presently being 
done along these lines may 
possibly lead to the develop­ 
ment of immunotherapy, in­ 
cluding a vaccine, for the 
treatment and prevention of 
cancer in our lifetime,” Shar­ 
ma said in an interview. 
He first published a report of 
his 
experiments 
in 
a 
1974 
edition of Cancer Research 
while he was at the University 
of California at Los Angeles. 
His work followed that of Dr. 
Sidney H.Golub, also of UCLA, 
who successfully used human 
lymphocytes to kill lymphoid 
tumors. 
But Sharma’s test tube ex­ 
periments showed he could 
“ educate” human lymphocytes 
to kill many types of cancer, 
including cancer of the breast, 
skin, bladder and cervix, while 
generally not harming normal 
human tissue. 
His detailed method for 
transforming 
human 
lym ­ 
phocytes into cancer killers 
was published in the October 
1976 issue of the Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute. 


Sharma explains his tech­ 
nique this way: 
His lab workers mix a human 
lymphocyte with a whole tumor 
cell, which has been chemically 
inactivated, or a fraction of a 
dead cancer cell. After a five- 
day incubation period in test 
tubes, the 
immunized 
lym­ 
phocyte acquires the ability to 
kill human tumor cells. Various 
fractions of tumor cells are 
tested for their ability to 
transform the lymphocytes into 
killers. 
“ We found that in prelimi­ 
nary experiments immunized 
lymphocytes usually kill vari­ 
ous kinds of nonlymphoid 
tumor cells, but not normal 
cells,” Sharma said. “ We are 
talking about human lym ­ 
phocytes being immunized 
against tumor cells. In other 
words, we are inducing im­ 
munity against the tumor.” 


According to one hypothesis, 
cancer is a relatively common 
occurrence in the body, and 
tumors are usually killed by the 
body’s own defenses. When the 
body’s 
defense system 
is 
suppressed, the rate of cancer 
is increased tremendously, said 
Sharma. 
“ One possible way of treating 
the cancer patient is by giving 
him killer cells produced in test 
tubes. If the patient is not 
killing his tumor, these killers 
may 
hopefully 
attack 
his 
tumor.” 
He said another possible way 
of treating cancer is by im­ 
munizing patients with an 
inactivated cancer tumor cell 
or tumor cell fraction. He said 
his lab studies indicate such 
inoculations could produce im­ 
munity against cancer, and he 
has submitted journal for 
publication in the near future

D EAR DR 
LAM B - By 
m ixing a d ecaffein ated 
ground coffee in half-and-half 
portions with regular coffee, I 
tell myself that I ’m only get­ 
ting half the undesirable 
effects of drinking too much 
coffee. Am I correct in assum­ 
ing this? 
Also what is your opinion of 
the use of hypnosis in quitting 
smoking? Is there anything a 
person needs to beware of in 
allowing himself to be hyp­ 
notized? 
D EAR R EA D ER - Each 
cup of coffee that you make 
from a half-and-half mixture 
of decaffeinated and regular 
coffee will only have half as 
much caffeine as a cup made 
the same way from regular 
coffee. Of course, if you drink 
two cups then instead of just 
one you are right back where 
you started. 
An ordinary cup of brewed 
coffee u su ally contains 
between 80 and 120 milligrams 
of caffeine. A cup of instant 
coffee usually contains less, 
66 to 100 m illigram s and 
ca ffe in e - fre e co ffee is 
caffeine-free for all practical 
purposes. 
About hypnosis, the impor­ 
tant thing is to be in the hands 
of a reputable individual. Ask 
your family doctor for his 
recommendation for one in 
your area if you really want to 
try it. Hypnosis will help some 
people quit smoking who real­ 
ly want to quit. If the person is 
not motivated to quit and real­ 
ly doesn’t want to do so, the 
hypnosis may not help very 
much, if at all. 
To give you more informa­ 
tion on the caffeine drinks I 
am sending you The Health 
Letter number 1-1, Coffee, 
Tea. Cola, Cocoa. Others who 
want this information can 
send 50 cents for it with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for mailing.

DEAR DR. lamb - 1 have a 
problem that is about to curl 
my hair. While I understand 
calories, what is a gram? How 
many grams are in an ounce 
and are grams measured in 
solid as w ell as liquid 
measurements'7 
I have a diet list which says, 
one bread exchange contains 
15 grams of carbohydrates, 2 
grams of protein and 70 
calories; one fat exchange 
contains 5 grams of fat and 45 
calories, etc., etc. Food 
packages and cans are listing 
measurements in grams. 
Your answer will calm my 
mind and perhaps lower my 
blood pressure somewhat. 
D EAR R EA D ER - It isn’t 
worth getting your blood 
pressure elevated over. It is 
just the system of weights in 
the metric system and is just 
like learning to change money 
into a foreign currency. 
Everyone is going to need to 
do this in terms of food 
because you are right, the in­ 
formation provided to the 
public will be mostly express­ 
ed in grams. That is what we 
commonly use in nutrition and 
it is just being passed on to the 
public. The future cookbooks 
will one day list all recipes in 
grams and milliliters. 
A convenient benchmark is 
that 2.2 pounds equals one 
kilogram. A kilogram is 1000 
grams. If you bought meat at 
toe butcher shop in Europe it 
would be sold to you by the 
kilogram or so many grams. 
It follows that a kilogram is 
35.2 ounces. An ounce contains 
28 grams. Another convenient 
transition point is that three- 
and-a-half ounces — a com­ 
mon measurement for one 
serving — exactly equals 100 
grams. 
Grams and kilograms are 
weight measures and you can 
use them to express the 
weight of anything.
